I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  .Innual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  year  1966. 

The  population  of  your  aroa  continues  much  the  same  although  there 
has  been  a  slight  drift  outwards. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  the  more  serious  infectious  diseases 
although  a  small  outbreak  of  mild  measles  occurred.  7  cases  of  pneumonia 
occurred  with  2  deaths, one  under  1  year  of  age,  and  the  other  over  75  years 
of  age. 


For  the  fourth  year  in  succession  no  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  have 
been  reported. 

It  is  also  pleasing  to  report  that  there  have  been  no  reported  cases 
of  food  poisoning  during  1966  especially  in  so  far  as  the  district  lies 
astrido  a  busy  main  road,  the  A68  to  Edinburgh. 

The  main  problem  consists  of  housing.  There  are  still  some  90-100 
poor  properties  rec uiring  attention. 

Tho  report  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector  is  attached. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Council  and  staff  for  their 
co-operation.
